years should be kept in close confinement 
from eight to ten hours a day at some manu- 


facture, that a single branch—paper-collar 


making—should occupy ‘nearly ‘two ‘thou- 
sand children under fifteen years of age— 


these and numerous similar facts presented 


in that statement should at once arouse the 
conscience of our people concerning this great . 
evil. There is something in. this tyranny of 
‘capital and greed of parents, exercised on 
helpless childhood, which should stir every 
honest. man’s blood. These little, ones. of 
the.age of children in nurseries, are abso- 
lutely given upto labor which only the ma-

It has always been thought that three ele- 
ments were necessary in the formation of a 
system of landed prpperty, namely : Time, » 
very limited extent of territory, and con- 
centration of wealth; and in this belief, 
lulled by colonial traditions, we have quietly 
assumed our own safety, utterly unmindful 
that it was by vast grants of land for servi- 
ces. rendered, or to be rendered, that. the 
present. English system was inaugurated; 
and that the inventive spirit of the age has 
practically.. augmented the power of 
the conditions more than « hundred fold. 


|. By the nieans of. railroads, steam-boate and 


telegraphs, our whole country is at the pres- 
ent time no: more inaccessible than was the 
State of New-York fifty years ago; while 

capital is controlled both by corporations 
and individuals to an extent which, in our- 
youthful days, would have been beyond the 

scope of any. .second-rate European Power. 

These two causes combined have made it 

possible for great changes to be brought 
about in months and years, instead of céntu- 
ries. As.a ready illustration of the rapidity 

with which movements of this kind can be 

effected, and of the results consequent upon 

them to the country at large, we take the 
State of California. 

Ten years ago the arable lands throughout 
California belonged almost entirely to the 
United States; afew Spanish-Mexican fam- 
ilies owned large estates, which had been in 
théir possession when'the country formed a 
part of the Mexican Republic, but very few 
Americans had settled outside of the various 
mining towns; and it was not until it be- 


) came evident that the future prosperity of 


California must dépend. upon her agricul- 
tural rather’ than her mineral resources, 
that large mvestments were. made in 
the: Government Jands located, in the 
middle -and. southern parts of the 
State. ‘Since that-time,; however, these: in- 
vestments have been constantly upon the 
increase, until now the amount of Govern- 
ment land which would be considered suit- 
able for grain growing is very small, The iand 
which has been taken, instead of being di- 
vided amonga large class of “ smal) farmers,” 
is'held by afew wealthy proprietors, either 
ata greatly advanced price, or else leased 
out.on rentals of from oneto five years.
